From a near-by steeple, a big 
elock sonorously bonged the stroke 


of 12. A squadron of Georgia Air 


National Guard fighter planes 
roared over the gray-stone State 
Capitol. And from the rear of the 
Capitol Square two 75-millimeter 
cannon fired a 19-gun salute. 

A solemn-faced, black-haired 
young man raised his right hand 
on a flag-draped platform and 
took the oath of office as Gover- 
nor of Georgia, before an assem- 
bled multitude of 10,000. 

History was

Talmadge become the youngest 
Governor in the nation.

It was a message full of the assurance 


of youth. 

If Herman Talmadge is able to build 
an administration around the convictions 
he avowed on yesterday, Georgia will 
progress and prosper and he, in turn, will 
enjoy favor and success. 

Herman Talmadge, of course, is not 
the first to stand on an inaugural plat- 
form at the door to Georgia’s Capitol, 
evidencing an insight into the State’s 
chronic problems and professing an al- 
truistic zeal to be about the problem of 
solving them. Others have known, at 
least for a time, the same ambition to 
serve the people unselfishly, to provide 
the enlightened and high-principled lead- 
ership which a commonwealth must have 
if it is to take full advantage of its op- 
portunities. 

_ Unfortunately, in the past, the ideals 
of which our executives have spoken too 
frequently have been laid aside with their 
inaugural cutaways.

Does Moscow Want a Settlement? 


The Berlin impasse is right back. where 
it has been for the past several crucial 
months. 


President Truman’s sharp reiteration 
of this ¥ountry’s stand which bars further 
negotiations until the blockade is lifted, 
together with British, French and Ameri- 
can notes to that effect, should serve to 
remind Moscow that the key to settle- 
ment lies in its own grasp. | 

The Kremlin’s refusal to consider lift- 
ing restrictions in Berlin until its own 
demands are met in full can only be taken 
to mean the Russians are not yet ready 
for an adjustment of their differences 
with the West. 

A formula for settling the Berlin dis- 
pute was agreed upon by Moscow last 
Aug. 30, but subsequently was scuttled by 
Marshal Sokolovsky, Russian commander 


in Berlin, who, instead of agreeing to lift- 
ing- restrictions as provided in the joint 
order, insisted that even more drastic 
limitations be imposed before discussions 
could proceed. , 


The way is left open by President Tru- 
man’s statement, as well as by the replies 
of the Western Powers to Dr. Herbert 
Evatt and Sec. Gen. Trygve Lie, of the 
United Nations, for Russia to reconsider 
when and if she genuinely desires a set- 
tlement. The West has not and presum- 
ably will not retreat from the stand ad- 
hered to since the imposition of the block- 
ade. Russia, on the other hand, accepted 
these very conditions on Aug. 30, but per- 
mitted, and perhaps ordered, a Soviet un- 
derling in Berlin to wreck the accord with 
demands which were contrary to the letter 
and spirit of the agreement.

WASHINGTON—Secretary of the Treasury John Snyder is probably the closest man in the Cabi- 


net to President Truman. 


At six o’clock in the morning of the day following the election he received 


& long-distance telephone call from the President at Kansas City. The conversation ran about like this: 
The President: Good morning, John (in an enthusiastic voice) Did I wake you up? 


Secretary Snyder: No, indeed, Mr. President. 
good to go to bed. 

The President (chuckling all over himself): 
Well, you should have gone to bed as I did. I 
turn in around sundown, knowing nothing 
would be known until morning. Now I feel as 
fresh as a daisy. : 


(There followed :a hilarious exchange over 
the figures shown by th® election returns, and 
then the President spoke up in a more serious 
vein.) 

The President: The real reason I called you, 
John, is this. It looks like we’ve won the elec- 
tion, as I’ve said all along. I want you to call 
everybody in a top position in the Government 
and tell them that I don’t want anyone to do 
any crowing about the result. Let’s be magnani- 
mous about it and not. make anyone feel worse 
than he does already. 


That was the President’s attitude all 
along. He never wanted to do any crow- 
ing, although no man in history was more 
entitled to it than he, considering how the 
odds had been stacked against him. When 
the Washington Post wired him the day after 
election inviting him to a dinner, at which 
all of the pundits were to eat crow, with Mr. 
Truman to eat turkey, he goodnaturedly de- 
clined. He replied that he had no desire to 
see anyone uncomfortable. 


Later on the return trip to Washington, Mr. 
Truman told some of the audiences which greet- 
ed hir. along the route that while he felt very 
good about the election, he did not want to 
pour salt into the wounds of those who lost. 
“The losers feel bad enough as it is,” he said, 
simply. 

It is in this spirit that the President has ac- 
cepted his stunning victory. He would have 
the bitterness of the campaign put behind us, 
with national unity now the common objective. 


We may assume from this that he will also 
not be a party to the purge that some have sug- 
gested. Mrs. Roosevelt’s proposal for throwing 
the Dixiecrats out of the Democratic Party and 
forcing them to go elsewhere seems to find no 
place in his sentiments. 


All of this may be taken as a good omen—as

W ASHINGTON—Sen. Robert A. Taft is one of those exceptional | 


politicians who are also symbols. He stands for old-school Repub- 
licanism as George W. Norris used to stand for American progres- 
sivism, and Henry Wallace now stands for the monstruck Left. 
It is more than ordinarily significant, therefore, that a good many 
of his colleagues think Taft may abandon the Senate Republican 
leadership in the next session, and perhaps even retire from the 
Senate when he comes up for re-election in 1950. 

Taft did most of the thinking and most of the homework for the 
Republican Senatorial rank and file of the 80th Congress. Thus the 
end of his leadership would be a major event in any case. If he is 
really considering a progressive withdrawal from active politics, 
his decision may be taken as marking the end of an era of Amer- 


ican life. 
It must be. added at once that Taft left this country for his 
European trip without disclosing his plans. | 


Challen e In the first place. Taft’s term of service as chairman 
g of the Senate\Republican Policy Committee is draw- 
ing to a close. He cannot continue even as a member of the Policy 
Committee without a change in the Republican conference rules, 
And if he seeks the forma] title of Minority Leader, in succession 
to Wallace H. White, of Maine, he will be strongly challenged by a 
considerable group of younger Republican Senators. 

The first war whoops of rebellion against Taft have already come 
from Sen. George Aiken, of Vermont, and others of his group. But 
ii. addition to these men who have always fought him, Taft will 
now be opposed by a much larger group of Senators like Know- 
land, of California, and Lodge, of Massachusetts, who have perhaps 
reluctantly consented to his leadership in the past. Their thesis 
is thet the election was a popular disavowal of the Taft policies. 
They have candidates for the leadership who would enjoy strong 
support—Lodge and Knowland are themselves the most obvious 
possibilities. And their moderate-progressive Republicanism is now 
close to being the dominant school of thought in the Senate.

INAUGURAL ADDRESS 


Talmadge Pledges Economy, Efficiency 


Following is the text of Gov. Herman Talmadge’s inaugural address, delivered at noon yes- 


terday on the steps of the State Capitol. 


Mr. Speaker, Lt. Gov. Griffin, Members of the General Assembly, Distinguished Guests and My | 


Fellow Countrymen: 


I am deeply grateful for the high honor accorded me by the people of Georgia in electing me as 


their Governor. 


This marks the first time in the history of our nation that the same General Assembly has twice 


inaugurated the same Governor for the same term Of Office. 


Today we are met to inaugurate an admin- 
istration in tune with the heartbeats and wishes 
of the people of our State. We are entering 
what I believe the future will record as Geor- 
gia’s most constructive era. 

New industrial development is coming to our 
State. Our people look forward with great hope 
to a high era of peace and prosperity. All of 
us, young and old alike, have cast aside personal 
eonsiderations and have placed the welfare and 
future of our State first and foremost. 

I have great faith in the character and moral 
fiber that goes to make up our citizenry. 

While serving as your Gowernor I shall have 
but one objective and it shall be constantly be- 
fore me at all times. And that objective is to 
accomplish as much as possible for the benefit 
and advancement of the people of Georgia—all 
the people. 

I harbor no malice nor ill will toward any 


man. 


I have just taken the oath as Governor 
of all the people of Georgia. I am going 
te be too busy with affairs of State to en- 
gage in narrow, blind, petty, partisan polli- 
tics. I am going to do what I think the 
people expect of me and that is to make the 
best Governor of which I am capable. And 
in addition to this, I am going to try to pre- 
vail upon men who are capable, honest and 
qualified to help me run your government 
in Georgia. 


I tell you quite frankly that I have always 
‘eonsidered servants of the people as being in 
gomewhat the same status as that of trustees 
who are charged by law with exercising extreme 
eare and diligence in handling funds and au- 
thority entrusted to them. State employees from 
the Governor right on down owe a duty to the 
people even higher than they would owe to them- 
selves in the operation of their own businesses. 
It is not enough to ask “Is it legal?” but as long 
as I am your Governor the question will also 
have to be “Is it morally and legally right and 
will it serve the best interests of the people of 
Georgia?” 

Thousands and thousands of people have writ- 
- ten me and requested appointment to a State job. 
I tell you quite frankly that thousands and thou- 
sands of my friends are going to be disappointed 
in not receiving a State job. The most difficult 
job a Governor has to do is ta say “No” to his 
friends—his friends who have contributed their 
time, their money and worked diligently in his 
behalf. During my campaign I made it clear 
that my administration would be one of re- 
trenchment and economy and those State em- 
ployees who receive checks to do little or no 
work would be dismissed from the service of 
the State. There are hundreds of useless jobs 
where employees of the State are receiving checks 
and making no pretense whatever of performing 
duties for the State. These jobs will be abol- 
ished and they will not be filled. State em- 
ployees during my administration will perform 
their duties just as they would in private busi- 
mess. If they do not devote their full time on the 
job they will not be retained on the State pay roll. 


I am fully aware of the burdensome Fgd- 
eral, State and local taxes that our e 


now have to pay. The power to tax is the 
power te destroy and excessive taxation will 
destroy business and job opportunities for 
all our people. Many worth-while plans 
have been suggested to the next General As- 
sembly for improvement of living condi- 
tions in Georgia. Virtually every one of 
them will require onal revenue. Dur- 
ing the course of the campaign, I made it 
perfectly clear that if additional revenue 
should be deemed necessary or desirable that 
the revenue measure providing for it be 
submitted to the people of our State in a 
referendum for a final determination by 


them. 


There are two roads open to any man who 
assumes the executive authority of the State. 
He can just sit over there in the Governor's 
office, directing routine affairs, taking no de- 
eisive stand on important public issues, just let- 
ting things go along in a slipshod fashion and 
somehow muddle through his term of office. It 
is not enough to just be Governor without any 
ambition or foresight for his State or its people 
who elected him. 

I tell you now—I do not intend to be that 
kind of Governor. 

On the other hand, your Governor can ini- 
tiate progressive and constructive movements, 
and can take the lead in fighting for the things 
that our people believe in and that the State 
really needs; he can create broad and compre- 
hensive policies and can act in a score of ways 
to carry them out. He can aid as a leader in 
mapping out movements and expansion programs 
designed to further agriculture and industry in 
the State. He can work with the Legislature 
toward enactment of forward-looking legislation 
and with State department heads toward effec- 
tuating this legislation into a reality. That is the 
_kind of Governor I want to make.

tion of items needed for better living. 


As a candidate for Governor, I said that we 
should make a co-ordinated effort to secure in- 


| dustrial development for some of our smaller 


counties in Georgia to bring a better balance 
between industry and agriculture, 

We have the finest people in the world and 
natural resources in abundance. We welcome 
capitalists from outside the State who will come 
to Georgia to make good citizens and to help us 
develop our human and material resources. 

We do not welcome outside capitalists who 
come to Georgia with the idea of getting cheap 
labor and exploiting our human and physical 
resources, 

I would like to see wide industrial develop- 
ment in our State, disbursing pay rolls that pro- 
vide more opportunities ‘in merchandising, com- 
merce, banking and transportation. Such pay 
rolls would do much toward bringing about a 
comfortable living for many of our people. At 
the same time such added pay rolls would pro- 
vide greater markets for our farmers and also 


opportunities to be employed gainfully during |

With the constant development of new indus- 
try in Georgia, naturally we will become more 
and more concerned with problems incident to 
labor-management relations. Georgians have al- 
ways recognized labor’s right to organize and bar-

and preserved. I hope that in the days to come 
we can look at Georgia’s laws concerning the 
relative rights of labor and management and point 
to them with pride and cite them as an example 
for other States to follow.

I 
pledge the farmers of Georgia my whole-hearted 
support in all of their efforts on behalf of soil 
improvement, commodity loans, price support, 
surplus commodity control, stimulation of exports 
and all other measures designed to further the 
interests of our farmers. 

I want to see every child in this State clad in 
warm comfortable clothing. I want to see every 
child have a pleasant home where wholesome food 
and adequate dental and medical care are avail- 
able. As our future citizéns reach maturity I 
want them to have opportunities to learn self- 
sustaining trades and professions. 

In Georgia I want to see schools and teachers 
in the far remote rural regions and in the thickly 
populated urban centers which will provide our 
children with educational advantages equal to 
those found in any State in the Union. 


I want to see the back-breaking toil of mule 
and plow made easier for our farmers. I want 
to see our farm lands producing an income that 
is stable and which will allow each farmer a 
comfortable way of life for himself and his family. 


On the farms in our State I want to see the 
great blessings of electricity and sanitary ad- 
vantages the same as found in our cities and 
towns. I want to see an era of plenty with our 
barns filled to overflowing. 


For our farmers I want to see hard-sur- 

faced roads which will permit us to take our 

* crops to market, allow school buses to pick 

up our children in rainy weather, allow us 

to reach our churches on Sunday and allow 

the doctor to come when we have sickness in 
the family. 


And I would like to see our war veterans have 
fair job opportunities and a chance to own their 
own homes and rear a family. 

These are just some of the things that I would 
like to see take place in Georgia in the years to 
come. The task before us is great. To carry out 
constructive governmental programs, to bring 


about the betterment of our State and to bring | 


Georgia into the forefront necessarily requires 
close co-operation between the legislative and 
executive branches of your Government. And 
these two branches must have the co-operation, 
yes, it must have the sympathy and support of 
the masses of our people. 

It is my solemn intention to co-operate in every 
way possible with the members elected by you, 
the people, to represent your interests in the 
General Assembly. All of us must work to- 
gether for the advancement of the Georgia that 
we all love so well. 

It would not be fair if I did not tell you 
frankly that we in the South face grave danger 


from oppressive Federal legislation as is contained | 


in the so-called “civil rights” proposals. 


Our Senators and Representatives in the 
Eighty-first Congress will be confronted with 
force legislation designed to break down our 
Southern traditions and way of life. I am 
proud to say that the Administration which 
you are inaugurating today will throw the 
full force of your State’s governmental 
machinery behind our Senators and Congress- 
men in their fight against any anti-Southern 
measures that may be brought before the 
next session of Congress. I am glad to tell 
you that they will have solid backing on 
the home front. 


I pledge you--I pledge the people of Georgia 
—every ounce of my strength and energies in 
defending our ideals and institutions. 

We Georgians believe that unmolested we can 
work out our problems to the best interests of 
all our people. Our major concern in Georgia 
lies squarely in the realm of health, welfare and 
education. 

Here is where we need to do the most for the 
greatest number. 


With the backing of a sturdy and honest peo- 
ple, I enter the office of Governor today buoyed 
high with a real determination to get things done 
for the people. I share with you a real pride 
in the State in which we live and I join hands 


» with you in wanting to see Georgia recognized as 


a leader, not only in industry and agrciulture, 
but a leader in thought and culture as well.

A leader that can win merited commendation 
and praise from the rest:of the world.

Guys Need to 
Count in Lite

A 17-year-old heiress from Florida, who 
sobbed that she had been “showered with 
Secxthing money could buy,” told juvenile officers in 
Ohio yesterday that she ran away from, the home of an 


uncle because “nobody cares about me at all.” 

“I’m looking for the one thing everybody wants,” she cried, 
“T want somebody to love me!” 

Wel, in Atlanta yesterday, a forceful, outspoken authority on 
juvenile problems said that the passion for belonging to somebody 
is the very crux of crime and delinquency. 

G. Howard Shaw, Chairman of the National Conference on 
Prevention and Control of Juvenile Delinquency, told the Fifth 
Annual Georgia Citizens Council yesterday that youngsters with- 
out significance always look for a means for standing and stature 
and importance. He quoted, too, revealing excerpts gleaned from 
boys who had misstepped in society and found themselves out- 
laws at 14. 

“The ones that become stick-up guys,” one of them 
philosophized, “are guys that don’t feel like they’re count- 
ing. It’s on account of they feel like they are nobody.” 

Shaw scored all fortunate American citizens for their bland 
acceptance of underprivilege for the other fellow, and suggested, 
indirectly, the adoption of a program of “caring” now working 
admirably in Washington, D. C 

One hundred and fifty business and professional men, he sgid 
- « « most of them members of various civic clubs, have agreed 
to sponsor one boy each, as the boys are discharged from training 
schools or other rehabilitation centers. 

“It is working wonderfully,” he said. “After you have 
lived with and become the unofficial ‘parent’ of a juvenile 
with problems, you have no trouble understanding how to 
cure it.” 

Shaw praised two Atlanta groups for their continuing, first- 
hand service to women in the Prison Farm ... the Atlanta Council 
of Church Women and the Women of B’nai Brith. 

“We should all know our institutions,’ he said, 
we can to improve them.”

“The principal idea behind 
clever make-up,” Miss Bush ex- 
plained, “is to keep people 
guessing as to whether you 
bought your lovely face, or 
whether it came with the orig- 
inal package.”
